PEACE PLANS READY. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ST. LOUIS, March 27.—Senor de la 
Barra, thé newly chosen Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of Mexico, decided up- 
on his arrival here at 5:27 p. m. today, 
to pause in his journey to Mexico City 
until 8:30 e’clock tomorrow night. 

Of the plans for effecting peace in 
Mexico, which he has intimated he will 
have ready for submission. to Presi- 
dent Diag, and the new Cabinet, 
Senor de ix Barra would say nothing. 

Hie has yeceived no official advices 
from. his ¢ountry since his departure 
from Washington Sunday night. He 
manifested, an interest in the dispatch 
from Mexig¢o City telling of the official 
announcement of the new Cabinet, 
though he declined to comment upon 
the news ér its probable effect on the 
situation in Mexico. 

Such telegrams as awaited Senor de 
la Barra here were handed to him up- 
on his arrival by Senor Fernandez, the 
new Mexican consu!. 

One of them was from Senora de la 
Barra, telling of the improved condi- 
tion of their son, who is ill In Wash- 
ington, Other messages were chiefly 
af a cosgratulatory nature from 
friends.

The woman's trade union league an-

. Fire insurance men are inclined to 
urge a complete revision of the New 
York building laws. The limiting of 
the height of all bulldings and even the 
tearing down of existing skyscrapers 
is recommended by Theodore H. Price, 
a fire insurance man. 

The height of every building should 
be governed, he eays, by the character 
of its occupancy. Four or five stories 
should be the legal maximum where 
manufacturing or industrial pursuits 
are followed. 

No arrests have been considered by 
the District Attorney, and none will be 
made until the facts disclosed give suf- 
ficient evidence for taking this action.

Ida Singer, a 17-year-old shirt waist 
maker, who lies in her home suffering 
from minor bruises and cuts, has per- 
haps the strangest story to tell of any 
of the hundreds who escaped death in 
the fire.

I half crawled 
to a back window and I remember I 
was crying as I raised a window open- 
ing on the narrow fire escape. 

“Flames Were roaring out of the win- 
dows below, but I knew I had to go 
down the arrow fire escape and | 
climbed out. After I did so I looked 
back and saw many girls rushing to- 
ward the window I had gone through.

“I felt ft had to get down ahead of 
them. The tron steps of the ladder 
were hot and getting hotter as 1 went 
down. | had taken probably three 
steps downward when the first of the 
giris rolied out of the window above, 
crashing down on me, and I lost my 
balance and felt myself falling. I re- 
member I was almost glad of it before 
L. lost my senses, 

“When I woke up I Was in the fun- 
niest position. I had to stop and study 
it out. My hands were down by my 
feet and I was doubled up. I heard 
men and women, far off, shouting and 
screaming. I1 tried to move and could 
not. After a long time I heard a voice 
and a window was opened. Two men 
got hold of me and took me inside the 
buliding. My coat, skirt and hat re- 
mained on a big spike in the wall. 

“The men wanted to know how I got 
caught oh that spike and I told them I 
fell from the ninth floor. In apite of 
the horror of the situation, we all 
laughed,

WOMAN DIES IN” 
ALAMITOS BAY. 


Takes Chloroform and Leaps 
Into Tide Drift. 


Body Lodges on Sand Bar 
Near the Shore.

Victim Was the Wife of a 
Business: Man. 


LONG BEACH, March 27.—Mrs. O. 
H. Saywell of Long Beach, committed 
suicide this afternoon by jumping in- 
to the canal at Alamitos Bay, 
drinking the contents of a two-ounce 
bottle of chloroform. The body was 
swept through the ocean entrance of 
the canal, but after floating about a 
thousand feet, it lodged on a sand bar 
near where the beac hiine cuts in to- 
ward the canal, and was recovered. 
The body was stili warm, but efforts 
at resusciatation were futile. 

The woman was seen at 11 o'clock, 
when she boarded a car at Mira Mar 
}station and paid her fare to the bay. 
She seemed to be nervous and a ‘scratch 
on the side of her nose, which had been 
bleeding, attracted the conductor's at- 
tention. She alighted at Pier avenue 
and. started for the wharf, but seeing 
some fishermen there, changed her 
mind. She was sitting In the waiting- 
station when the car started back to 
Long Beach and then walked ecast- 
ward a quarter of a mile to a sandy 
point on the channel. She walked to 
the north side, facing the canal, where 
she removed her hat and dropped it 
with her purse on the ground. She then 
walked to the water's edge and, tak- 
ing a two-ounce bottle of chloroform 
from her pocket, drained its contents 
and plunged into the canal. The tide 
was going out and the body went with 
it until it lodged of— the sand bar. 

Two woreen, Mrs Gilfillan and 
daughter of Los Angeles saw the act 
from a distance and a& soon as pos- 
sible gave the alarm and the body was 


rescued, but too late. The coroner 
of Orange county was notified, the 
death taking place about 200 yards 


over the Los Angeles line, and he took 
charge of the body this afternoon. 

The victim was about 44 years of 
age, five feet three inches in height,

Traveling together, two former Gov- 
ernors of Vermont, John G. McCul- 
hough and John W. Stewart, arrived in 


Los Angeles yesterday in the private 


ear of the former, after a loug stay at 
Coronado. 

Both are distinguished by more than 
the title of Governor, Stewart having 
filled several terms in Congress, finally 
succeeding Senator Redfield Proctor. 

MeCullough is a director in several! 
nationa) enterprises, one being the 
Santa Fe, the lines of which he is in- 
specting, and the president of which 
he will vieit in a few days at Santa 

r 

“I merely want to have a few chats 
with President Ripley,” said MecCul- 
ligugh, “and when he gets tired of talk- 
ing to me, I'Jl move along to San Fran- 
cisco, 

“Business? Really, none at all, mere- 
ly a pleasure trip,” he replied. “I'm 
just out to. visit some of my old 
haunts, look wp a few of my hundred- 
year-old chums and, if I find any, kill 
them for living as long as I have,” he 
continued laughingly. 

The recitation of McCullough’'s early 
efforts and triumphs in California, his 
return to the East to win similar lau- 
rele sounds like fiction. He came to 
(California in 1859, after a few years of 
practice tn law around Philadelphia and 
his home, Newark, Del. 

Two years after his arrival, he was 
Siected to Congress from San Fraticisco. 
A year later he became State Senator 
and the fellowing year Attorney-Gen- 
eral. He was at one time attorney for 
Mark Hopkins, one of the “big four,” 
as McCullough styied Huntington, 
Stanford, Hopkins and Crocker, organ- 
iszera and builders of the Centra! Pa- 
cifte. 

“Los Angeles in those days was so 
far away that I never did get here,” 
hie sald. “We looked at it merely as a 
pert of call by vesecis collecting cattle, 
hides and other trade articles. Which 
reminds me that the port itself never 
Changed ita name from San Pedro. 
Banning endeavored to have the name 
changed from San Pedro to Wilming- 
ton, since he tame from that town in 
Dela ware.”

ANTI-INJUNCTION. 

The Times will not withhold commen- 
dation from the Los Angeles and other mem- 
| bers of the California Legislature who have 
at last rebelled against the domination of 
the Tvietmoe-Gallagher-McCarthy gang and 
stood firm for industrial freedom by refus- 
ing to enact the'anti-injunction bill. 

Whether they have taken this course be- 
cause a legisiative declaration that the good 
will of a business is not property would re- 
duce the public revenves by withdrawing 
that class of property from the assessment 
roll, or because they shrank from paralyz- 
ing “the right arm of equity” by depriving 
courts of the power to enforce their decrees, 
or ‘because they would not consent to a le. 
gal destruction of industrial freedom by in- 
viting picketing, boycotting and other forms 
of disorder—matters not. They have per- 
formed a wise and righteous act in tossing 
the proposed anarchical anti-injunction law 
into the scrap heap and The Times congrat- 
ulates them on their wisdom and manliness. 


O ANTI-ALAEN PROPERTY LAW. 

The measure to prohibit ownership of 
California real estate by aliens, or by corpo- 
rations a majority of the stock of which is 
owned by aliens, is dead. It was an act 
which, if made a law, would do incalculable 
injury to Southern California. It would nec: 
essarily limit the sale of orchards, vineyards, 
farms, unimproved lands an@ city blocks and 
lots to American citizens. It Would cause 
to be withdrawn from investment hundreds 
of millions of dollars of English, French and 
German capital now loaned or available for 
loaning on real property. It would put many 
banks and trust companies out of business. 
It would check development and paralyze 
progress. It would causé mortgages to be 
foreclosed and real property to be sacrificed 
upon a forced and falling market. It would 
be of no advantage to anybody in the world, 
and it would serve only fo gratify the whims 
and prejudices of those petty-minded people 
who hate men and women of, foreign birth 
and who would like to slam the door in the 
faces of emigrants from beyond seas. 

There is now no danger of its becoming a 
law, as the Legislature has adjourned, thank 
God, but its mere pendency, accompanied 
by even a numerically respectable support, 
was a disgrace to the State. We Invite the 
world to visit the Panama Pxposition and 
behold the productiveness of our soil, the 
geniality of our climate, the marvel of our 
growth. Shall we say to the Englishman, 
the Irishman, the Scotchman, the French- 
man, the German, the Italian, the Spaniard, 
the Portuguese, the Scandinavian, the Switz- 
er and the Canadian—“You cannot buy or 
hold any of our soil. California reverses the 
policy which for 100 years has prevailed in 
other States. She welcomes only those who 
were born within the territoria) limits of the 
United States.” 

The provisions of the proposed illiberal 
and outrageous law would extend to mines, 
to water and power properties, and to all 
manufacturing and commercial enterprises 
that necessarily include the ownership of 
some land. It would be a waste of time to 
attempt to follow the far-reaching ramifica- 
: tions of the anti-alien bil! in their blighting 
aeffect upon the interests of the property 
‘owners, and incidentally upen non-property

:for employment.

Various life 
spans were lately reviewed by Dr. P. Chal- 
mers Mitchell at the London Royal iInstitu- 
tion. The classic example of extreme age in 
man is Thomas Parr, or “Old Parr,” of 162 
years, and two or three others have been 
credited with reaching 140 years or more. 
While these figures are questioned, persons 
are certainly known to have lived considera- 
bly more than 100 years—-th? number being 


j now on the increase. Man's nearest rela- 


tives—the chimpanzee, orang and gorilla 
probably live 60 or 70 years, although the 
smaller apes do not exceed 25 years. Lions, 
tigers and bears may reach 45 or 50. Of 
other life possibilities, as near as can be de- 
termined, that of the elephant is 100 years; 
rhinoceros, 50 or 60, horse, 40; deer, 40 or 
more; cattle and sheep, domestic cat and 
squirrel, 20; eagle, over 100; owl, 80; par- 
rot, over 100; raven and crow, 70; ostrich, 
under 40; goose and duck, over 30; canary 
and some other small singing birds, 20 to 30.

Few animals, 
however, reach the greatest possible age, as 
the average length of life depends upon ene- 
mies, accidents, disease and living condl- 
tions.

The process is greatly aid- 
ed by the contact with the great surface 
presented by the pores of the charcoal. The 
chemical change gives an increase of 20 
per cent. In volume, and the deposition of 
carbon resulting still further diminishes the 
density of the gas. The actual specific grav- 
ity of the Dessau gas is only two to three 
tenths of that of air, while that of the coal 
gas is between four and five-tenths. The 
Dessat gas, therefore, has gréatiy increased 
lifting power, and its low cost of prepara- 
tion makes it cheaper than cpal gas of the 
same effect, in raising balloons. The new 
gas contains 9) to 84 per cent. of hydrogen 
and 6 to7 per cent. of methane, with no ben- 
zine or other hydrocarbons that attack the 
balloon covering.
